2. Citations and explanations: 

The inventions of claims 1-6 are not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR and 
appeal- to possess novelty. In particular, none of the documents discloses a recording 
medium drive device that drives a recording medium in which information relating to a 
status of the recording medium structure accommodated in a cartridge can be detected by the 
opening and closing of an information hole part formed in the cartridge, in which is 
provided: a tray that has a loading surface for loading the recording medium and is capable 
of accommodating the recording medium inside a frame, a detection part that is readily 
retractable in the loading surface of the tray and detects an open hole of the information hole 
part protruding from the loading surface of the tray, and a switch section arranged on the 
frame side that obtains information relating to the status of the recording medium by 
detecting the non-retracted/retracted status of the detection part. 
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
